The University will show its appreciation to the build- 
ing trades when Principal Robert C. Rae presents to the Chancellor 
fifteen representatives who participated in the construction. 
Representatives from architects Ross, Fish, Duschenes & Barrett 

and general contractor Perini Quebec Inc. will be heard. Repre- 
sentatives of the University's Board of Governors, faculty, Student's 
Association and Association of Alumni will speak briefly on what the 
new Building means to them. 


It is expected that the opening ceremony will conclude at 5 p.m. 


The Chancellor also announced that the University will honor four 
very distinguished gentlemen at a Special Convocation which will 
be held in the Alumni Auditorium of the Henry F. Hall Building 

on Friday, October 14 at 8:00 p.m.

The Hon. Paul Gérin-Lajoie will deliver the convocation address. 


In offering an honorary degree to the Hon. Gérin-Lajoie, Sir George 
Williams University wishes to pay tribute to his distinguished 
scholarly career and to express its gratitude for his dynamic leader- 
ship in the field of education.

Saturday, October 15, from 10:00 a.m. to 3:30 p.m., the public is cor- 
dially invited to an Open House at the Hall Building. Members of the 
Garnet Key, the University's honour society, will act as official hosts 


and guides, giving tours every half hour. 


On display will be the full facilities of an efficient building which 
has no parallel elsewhere in Canada -- 42 ¢ srooms, 15 seminar rooms, 
10 auditoria ranging in size from 100 to seats; 47 undergraduate 
laboratories of various sizes, 37 smaller laboratories for research 

and graduate work and other related facilities for the Natural Sciences 
and Engineering; Psychology laboratory, Sociology work-room, three 
language laboratories; Computer Center; Fine Arts studios and art 
gallery; a 350 seat theatre; a dining area accommodating up to 1,000 

at one time; 4 student lounges and a student government center. 


It is anticipated that Open House will be the ideal opportunity for 
the public to appreciate the scope of the largest university building 
in Canada.
